Washington. — Secretary of the 


Treasury Mellon wfll oppose the grant- 
ing of a soldier bonus at this session 
of congress, it was learned Monday. 


Mellon's opposition to the plan de- 


veloped after it was announced that 
Senator Penroee and other senate lead 
era were to confer with him prepara- 
tory to taking ap the soldier bonus 
bilL 


Merlon's position is understood to be 


about the same as that of former Sec- 
retary Houston who held that the pay- 
ment of a bonus to exservice men 
would disarrange the nation's finan- 
ces to a dangerous extent.

feels that the administration has pass 
ed the first milestone in the journeys 
of understanding and good feeling to 
be traveled by the government and 
private business 
The president an 


nounced that the government here 
had received satisfactory assurances 
from every group of international 
bankers to the effect that the latter 
would gladly cooperate with the gov 
ernment in the matter of financing 
enterprises for foreign peoples. 


This is really a new departure for 


our government in peace times though 
European governments have always 
worked in close and intimate relation- 
ship with private industry and busi- 
ness 
From April, 1917, the United 


States government did all the lending 
of money to foreign governments and 
peoples 
Prior to that time, when 


America was neutral, the big banking 
institutions of this country lent large 
sums to Great BntaJn and France, and 
though the German sympathizers did 
all in their power to prevent the float- 
ing of such loans calling them un 
neutral acts, the United States govern 
ment nevertheless didn't interfere in 
the slightest, giving neither encqur- 
agement nor support to the loans. 


Now, however, the Harding adminis 


tration has decided to become an ac- 
tive participant in the situation for 
entirely different reasons 
The politi- 


cal aspect of foreign loans has disap- 
peared and at present it is entirely a 
question of world economics and par 
ticularly a matter of domestic protec- 
tion against the umpterrupted flow of 
American capital to foreign countries 
at attractive rates of interest.

which is paying dues increased be- 
cause of unemployment 


The open shop fight is the most

A parade of delegates from the head 


-quarters to the convention hall of- 
ficially opened the sessions Monday. 
Following addresses of welcome by 
Mayor D C Bailey and others Sam- 
uel Gompers. president of the federa- 
tion delivered his annual address. 


Gompers was expected to give dele- 


gates in his speech some definite idea 
of his attitude toward reelection to 
the presidency. Tho fight oC some 
elements to unseat Gomperg has had 
little attention from tho veteran lead- 
er thus far.

Cham- 
pions of the measure, however, said 
that when wages want up, incompe- 
tent teachers demanded as high sal- 
aries as the best teachers and tbat as 
long as the teachers themselves made 
no discrimination, the school boards 
could not be expected to do so. 


At the morning session the ques- 


tion of demanding a teachsr to present 
a recommendation from the school 
she had previously taught before en- 
gaging her was discussed thoroughly. 
Here again Mr. Ryan opened fire and 
protested strenuously against senous 
consideration of this proposition. He 
said that this measure would give 
school boards too much power and 
would give them authority to put a 
teacher out of the profession if they 
disliked her. "Good teachers" said 
Mr. Ryan, "are often 
disliked by 


members 
of the school board. 
It 


would be absolutely wrong to demand 
such a recommendation from a teach- 
sr because the school board might re 
fuse to give it because of purely per- 
sonal prejudices " 
It was also proposed in the fore- 


noon session that no school board 
should hire a teacher who did not have 
at least one year's experience in prac- 
tical teaching 
By pointing out that 


if there arc going to be school teach- 
ers there must be beginners, Mr Ry- 
an blocked action on this matter.

Judge E. H. Gary. 


Syracuse, N. Y.—Opportunity, in- 


dustrially, 
is 
offered 
fully 
only 


through the principals of the open 
hhop, Albert H. Gary, chairman of 
the United States Steel corporation, 
declared in the 
commencement ad- 


dress at Syracuse university Monday. 


"Industrially," he said, "the indi- 


vidual can realize the full advantage 
of the opportunities which this coun- 
try offers, only through the principles 
of the open shop as distinguished 
from the dominance and arbitrary 
control of the union labor leaders. 


"The platform of tho labor union 


leaders is tho antithesis of the prin- 
ciple of equal opportunity " 


Speaking on the subject "Oppor- 


tunity," Gary declared "in the world's 
history, labor, so called, was never 
heretofore more highly respected nor 
treated as liberally as it is today." 


' There are many reasons," he said, 


"why the 
accumulation 
of capital 


should be encouraged and protected, 
why its possession by an individual, 
or a corporation has always been and 
always will continue to be considered 
honorable and desirable." 


Citing the demands of labor leaders 


for standard wagee, check off system 
of collecting union wages, the princi- 
ple of seniority and abohtion of com- 
pany unions, Gary declared they shut 
off opportunity by nullifying Individ- 
ual qualification, industry and dispo- 
sition. 
"The open shop," he said, means 


freedom to the employe to engage in 
any line of employment, at any time 
and place, upon terms and conditions 
voluntarily agreod upon between em- 
ployer and employe. The closed shop 
means that one deserving employ- 
ment can secure a place only on terms 
approved by the union labor leader or 
leaders having jurisdiction over th« 
particular 
closed shop. The closec 


shop contracts directly with the labor 
leader, by virtue of which conditions 
of employment and 
operations are 


fixed, as a rule, if not universally and 
invariably in practice, no one is per- 
mitted to engage or remain in em- 
ployment in the closed shop unless 
he is a member of a labor union and 
carries tho union card. The employe 
is restricted in quantities of produc- 
tion, particular kind and character ol 
work, in promotion, regardless of just 
desserts and in many other respects 
detrimental to his freedom and in- 
dapendence."

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INDISCRETION ABROAD 


"When a man is placed in a position of 


public trust, public service or pubhc re- 
sponsibility in the state he loses to a large 
degree his personal freedom and personal 
identity. He must -weigh what he says 
and does with regard to its consequences 
to the ststfe, not to himself. 
When he 


speaks in an official capacity he is not al- 
ways at liberty to express his individual 
views; indeed, it is taken for granted he 
Toices the opinions or policies of the 
government of which he is a part. So in 
turn, when it oomes to the head of the 
government, he is not wholly free himself 
to say or do what he pi-eases. Even the 
president must exercise discretion and 
judgment in his public utterances, be- 
oause while theoretically he may unbridle 
his tongue he nevertheless speaks for the 
nation and is accountable to the nation. 
If he does not discharge the commission 
he holds from the nation in the way the 
people intend that h.p should he and his 
policies mil be repudiated, so that in the 
last analysis no one in the Erovernment 
can escape responsibility for spppeh or a<n. 


Admiral Sims let temper run away wrh 


djscretion when he made the speech in 
London 
before 
the English 
Speaking 


union in which he made caustic reference 
to the active supportprs of tlv Sinn F^ra 
cause in the United Stares. Admiral Sims 
]« of course entitled 
to his own VIPWS

the work of Irish 
sympathizer? in this 


coiinrrv, but thev are purely his personal 
views and he is limited in expressing them 
to private discussion entirely. 
The mo- 


ment he makes a public address he be- 
comes a public servant and the govern- 
ment of which he is a part must ar-cept 
or reject what he says, but he must al- 
ways keep in mind that he is accountable 
to that government. 


It was most unwise, for instance, for 


Admiral Sims to refer to Irish agitators 
in this country as '"American when they

braith threw himself whole-heartedly into 
the fight for simple justice to the disabled 
soldiers. This great, work was just begin- 
ning to bear fruit when one of these sud- 
den and inexplicable tragedies struck him 
dowai. 
Fate tVreed that the American 


Legion's commander was not to live to see 
the t-'nll fruition of the work to which he 
had dedicated himself. 
But his example 


of unselfish devotion to a noble cause will 
be the inspiration to others to carry on 
and finish the task. 
When it has been 


finished, when the nation's obligation to 
every disabled soldier has been as fully 
discharged as it can be, the credit will 
be largely Col. Galbraith's.

It is now three months 
sine*- he was inaugurated ;nid a year since 
tli0 best minds r-onimenced to congregate 
at Marion to define future policies, and 
the pivi-i-e resolution is still up in the air. 


The first thins Mr. Harding did do in 


the matter, upon becoming president, was 
to act upon Secretary Hughes' advice and 
ask the senate to denature the Knox res- 
olution. It was accordingly completely 
redrafted and modified and amended out 
of all recognition, except that it still car- 
ried a repeal of the declaration of war. 
Then came the executive orde^r to hold up 
action in the house pending settlment of 
the reparations dispute. 


Now we have the 
majority report of 


foreign affairs committee of the house op- 
posing passage -of the Knox'resolution, on 
the ground that r,he course advocated by 
the Pennsylvania senator is ''unnecessary 
and 
pprhaps 
unwise." 
To repeal the 


declaration of war with Germany the ma- 
jority report says ''might raise the infer- 
e.nr-e that we have disavowed or repudiat- 
ed the war'' and might be regarded as a

you," or "Mary, I won't speak again:" Johnnie 
soon discovers that no

follows,

though he fails to stop, and Mary cannot help won- 
dering why mothers keeps right on speaking about 
t in spite of her promise. Youngsters have a way 
of thinking over such affairs for themselves and it 
is natural for them to conclude that if father and 
mother can make statements so easily about small 
matters and then not carry them out, why. one 
must take their assertions about important matters 
with a grain of salt. 


Another mistake which some parents indulge in 


is the bogey man myth, or the good fairy and bad 
fairy myth, or any other myth involving the notion 
of reward or punishment from some wholly imagin- 
ary source. Every one of these familiar deceptions 
tends to alienate the child's true affection and re- 
spect for the parent who deceives him. 


The worst of all the statements parents make to 


their own children is the one about the stork, for 
that story is told, not for the child's best interest 
or welfare, not because it can do anybody any good, 
but purely for the purpose of helping the parent to 
evade a sacred duty. It is a misstatement that has 
far-reachm.c disastrous effects upon the psychology 
of the child, for if mother and father can practice 
that kind of deception how can a child put confi- 


j dence in the revisions of the yarn which mother or 


i father may feel impelled to make later on? Think 
| it over, fathers and mothers, and I hope to goodness 
you'll give your own children a fair start and nev- 
er fear to tell them the truth, the whole truth, and 
nothing but the truth. Think it over, potential par- 
ents, and resolve right now that if God does bless 
you with children you will not play them false. It 
is sad indeed to feel that there should be any such 
wall of deception erected between 
mother 
and 


daughter or between father and son.

ally deceived him in the smallest circumstance.

economic Interest, 
such as that of 
labor, the farmer 
and the veterans 
of the World war. 


Thte IB th* form 


of 
organization

parliaments. . Un 
der it, legislation 
is passed by a sys- 
tem of quld-pro- 
quo among the va- 


rious groups. The labor group agrees 
to support certain things the farmers 
want in return for support from the 
farmer bloc on certain other measures, 
and so on. 
< 


Friends of this development in our 


congress say that it means the tardy 
funeral of a party system which has 
long been dead. 
They say that our 


two parties have long since ceased to 
stand for genuinely divergent inter- 
ests. Their platforms, it is claimed, 
have been made as noncommittal as 
possible, and have thus become almost 
meaningless. 
Thus every platform, 


Democratic'and Republican, profresses 
the undying- friendship of the party 
for the farmer, but is not highly speci- 
fic a? to what it is going to give him. 
He'gets about the same, no matter 
which party is elected. It is natural 
therefore, that the farmers should or- 
ganize to make their real needs known, 
and' that the senators and representa- 
tives who are willing to support those 
needs should organize also. Here is 
the beginning of a series of parties, 
each of which will represent certain 
real needs and desires of a real class 
of men in place of two parties, each of 
which is held together only by habit, 
heredity and sentiment. 


This innovation is viewed with alarm 


by many legislators, who see their 
whole machinery of party government 
threatened. 


The Old System. 


In the days when "Uncle Joe" Can- 


non presided as speaker, the direction 
of legislation rested largely in the 
hands of the speaker. He appointed 
members of all committees, and even 
designated who should be chairmen. 
This system was overthrown and suc- 
ceeded by the rules which at present 
govern the conduct of the house, and 
legislation before it, in the famous 
''Cannon rules fight." 


At this time, the legislative program 


is largely in the hands of a small body 
of men known as the "steering com- 
mittee." 
No bill of any importance 


has much rhance unless it wins the 
approval of this committee. There the 
course of legislation is mapped out, 
and legislative tactics decided upon. 


With the overwhelming Republican 


majority elected last fall, it was gener- 
ally supposed that everything would be 
easy for the majority in the house and 
senate. Now rocks and reefs are be- 
ginning to loom ahead, placed there, 
not by the small Democratic minority, 
but by the formation of groups or 
blocs, made up of members of both 
the big parties, who are openly declar- 
ing their Intention to stand together 
on various questions. 


A group is already in existence, num- 


bering in its ranks members of the 
house and Senate alike, avowedly hold- 
ing together, regardless of party af- 
filiations, representing labor in con- 
gress. 
Recently was announced the 


formation of a farmer group or bloc, 
composed of 20 senators and 100 repre- 
sentatives all of whom will place the 
passage of what they consider needful 
agricultural legislation above all other 
political and legislative consideration. 


Twenty-four ex-soldier members of 


the house, many of them first term 
members, have affiliated and declared 
war on the regular army whenever 
that institution enters the legislative 
lists. 


There is also a Pacific coast group, 


and a. group pledging itself to placing 
reclamation 
projects 
by 
Irrigation 


above party consideration and political 
lines of cleavage. Other groups are 


formed or are in process of formation 


Not only do the members of these 


groups.pledjre themselves to stand sol 
idly'together for the class of legisla 
tion they desire, but to vote together 
on all other projects where it is decidec 
that the interests of their group would 
be furthered. 


The strength of these organizations 


of the members of congress, all of 
which will be minorities, of course, lies 
!ri the hope of being able to force the 
Republican majority leaders to ap 
prove their legislative programs. 


With the growth of the groups, and 


collateral to it, is the astonishing 
growth in the national capital o 
"class lobbies." It is estimated tha: 
there are about 125 of these lobbies in 
"Washington conducting campaigns for 
the adoption of the measures which 
the interests they represent advocate. 


Congressmen in Revolt. 


In addition to this pressure on con 


gress, which has had much to do with 
the formation of the blocs in congress 
there has been a reaction on the pan 
of sincere members of the senate and 
house against the old methods of party 
rule. These men, because of their own 
convictions, are ready to throw over 
board the old control of legislation by 
party caucus and majority leadership 


If it becomes firmly established, this 


group formation will be en entirely 
new thing in American legislative life 
With rare exceptions, the membership 
of the senate and house has been made 
up of Republicans and Democrats 
since the Civil war. 
There was the 


great upheaval of 1912, when 
the 


Progressive party was formed, but 
that party and its membership soon 
drifted back to the Republican party. 
Occasionally a lone Socialist manages 
to get elected to the house, or the rep 
resentative of some new party. In a 
body of 435 members, however, this is 
insignificant as party representation. 


The swing of the pendulum back 


and forth between Republican and 
Democratic control would be checked 
completely 
by actual alignment of 


most of the house and senate members 
in the groups being formed. No one 
?roup could muster sufficient mem- 
bership to control either body. Each 
In itself would bo a minority. Legisla- 
tion would pass when groups number- 
ing sufficient members to make up a 
majority of the house united on a 
measure and pushed it through. 


It is predicted by legislative veterans 


;hat the veto of any measure by the 
president would be harder to overcome 
—two-thirds of the voting membership 
of each branch 
of congress being 


necessary—thaji under the present or- 
ganization. 


With the present overwhelming Re- 


publican majority in congress party 
ines on legislative matters are already 
weak and_lax. It is estimated that on 
more than three-fourths of the meas- 
ures brought before congress recently, 
party linos have been broken. But in 
every case where a. measure was sup- 
posedly a strictly party measure, a 
sufficient number of Republicans have 
stood by their leaders to insure its 
passage. 


A dangerous aspect of the effort to 


reorganize the membership of con- 
gress, from the standpoint of old lead- 
ers, is the fact that many of the 
groups will be interlocking, having 
many members, for instance, who 
would belong both to the irrigation 
group and to the farm group. While 
the ambitions and aims of many of the 
groups are widely divergent, ye't a 
combination of some of the larger 
minorities by common interest and by 
"log rolling" might control congress 
and legislation. 


By "log rolling" is meant the trad- 


ing of support between groups. Labor 
will support CPrtain farm measures 
and the farmer bloc in return will sup- 
port labor legislation. 


It is largely by such agreempnts be- 


tween 
individuals and 
unorganized 


groups that legisla.tion is passed now. 
After all, our congress is nothing but 
a hodge podge of more or less diverg- 
ent interests and almost every law 
that passes is a product of much trad 
nig and compromising. To organize 
earn of these interests separately and 
clearly, it is argued, so that the votPr 
may know .iust what each man and 
each group represents, is to throw a 
beam of logical light into thp, ha.ze of 
buncombe and intrigue which clothes 
the political scene.
